Who can ever forget 
the thrill and suspense of waiting to be asked? Who will ever forget the crazy merry-go- 
round we were on trying to get our gowns, shoes and purses after the bid for our Prom date 
was made? Remember the way the boys teased the girls about their getting tails, high hats 


and spats? It’s funny now, but then it was no laughing matter! 


Remember how we spent Prom day painting scenery and hanging it? We never thought 


we would get the gym looking halfway decent, but by five o'clock it looked pretty good.
